One of the men who had a son among the 
scouts was spared, but the others were 
separated into two parties, numbering three 
or four respectively, and while tied to- 
gether were all murdered by being shot 
or bayonetted to death, some being in a 
kneeling position at that time. The pre- 
tense was made that they were killed while 
attempting to escape, but so far as | know 
no official report was ever made of the cir- 
cumstances. These facts have heen re- 
ported by Major Watts, who investigated 
the case. Besides Lieut. Caulfield, civilian 
Scouts Ramos, Preston, Corn and McKeen 
were participants. 
“At Calbayog, Samar, it was reported 
that several men in that district had been 
subjected to the water torture. I saw three 
men who had been subjected to this treat- 
ment. One was thea presidente of the town, 
Mr. Rozales, who showed me long, deep 
scars on his arm which, he said, were 
caused by the cords with which he was 
bound cutting into his flesh. The second 
man was named Jose Borja and the third 
was Padre Jose Diaznes, who stated that 
he was one of three priests who had been 
subjected to torture by the troops under 
command of Lieut. Gaujot. Tenth cavalry; 
t this front teeth had been knocked out, 
which was apparent; that he was other- 
wise maltreated and robbed of $300. It was 
stated that these priests were taken out 
to be killed and were only saved by the 
prompt action of Maj. Carrington, First in- 
fantry, who sent out for them. Lieut. 
Gaujot was tried, pleaded guilty and was 
given the trivial sentence of three months 
suspension from command, forfeiting %50 
er month for the same period. His plead- 
ng guilty prevented all the facts and cir- 
cumstances being developed. 


Glenn’s Torture @ 


Brigade. 

“It appears that Maj. Glenn, Lieut. Con- 
ger and a party of assistants and native 
scouts were moved from place to piace 
for the purpose of extorting statements Dy 
means of torture, and it became 80 noto- 
rious that this party was called ‘Glenn's 
brigade.’ Whether it was possible for 
officers to be engaged in such acts with- 
out the personal knowledge of the gen- 
eral upon whose staff they were serving 
at the time, namely, Brigadier-General 
Hughes I leave for others to conjecture. 
“These facts first came to my notice In a 
casual way and many others of similar 
character have been reported in different 
arts: of the archipelago. In fact, | was 
informed that it was common talk at the 
places where officers congregated that 
such transactions had been carried on 
either with the connivance or approval of 
certain Commanding officers. It is, how- 
ever, most gratifying to state that such 
atrocities have been condemned by such 
ccmmanders as Gens. Lawton, Wade. Sum- 
ner, Lee, Baldwin and others. 

“Tt found that with ceftain officers the 
impression prevails that such acts were 
justifiable and I felt it my duty, in order

Then follows an order addressed to the 
commanding general of the Philippines un- 
der date of Feb. 28, 1903, in which Gen. 
Miles calls attention to the reports of at- 
rocities and directs that any orders or cir- 
culars of personal instruction which would 
inspire or encourage eny act of cruelty be 
annulled. The order savs that ‘“‘the excuse 
that the usual conditions justifv the meas- 
ures herein condemned are without foun- 
dation.” 


| The Evils of 
Reconcentration. 
Continuing his report to the secretary 


Gen. Miles directs attention to the acts of 
reconcentration by Gen. Bell, and claims 
that they were in direct violation of law. 
He says that the law was also violated 
in handling and buying large quantities, of 
rice which was sold ata profit. The people 
who were in the reconcentration camps 
were, says Gen. Miles, ‘‘considered prison- 
ers of war, but were Sompaee to buy food 
from those who held them at a large 
protit.”’ ' 

Gen. Miles characterizes this as unpre- 
cedented. He speaks of the magnitude of 
the transaction, which involved 21,000,000 
pounds of rice and other supplies at a 
cost of $306,320, He says that ‘‘an extraor- 
dinary feature of this transaction is the 
action which was M@sapproved by a divi- 
sion commander who assumed command 
and who turned the matter over to the 
civil authorities, and that it has heen car- 
ried on under an act of the Philippine 
Commissio¢n.’’ 

Reply by 

Gen. Davis. 

A reply to the foregoing portion of the 
report has been prepared by Judge Ad- 
vocate General Davis in a letter to the 
secretary of war, in which he says: 

“The incidents which are set forth {n 
the inclosed special report have been 
made the subject of special investigation; 
in some instances these have been con- 
ducted by court martials and their findings 
and sentences have been duly promui- 
gated in orders; in others the inquiries 
have been intrusted to inspectors or to 
officers designated for that purpose by the 
commanding general in the Pkillppines. 
Where administrative action has been 
called for as a result of such inves- 
tigations, it has been taken by the prop- 
er military commander, if the parties 


remained in his jurisdiction; in other 
cuses the -matter has been submitted 
to the department with a view to a 
resort to such punitive remedial 
orders as were deemed appropriate 


and these representations have resulted in 
a number of courtmartials. Ags to some 
cases of these inquiries the investigations 
are not yet complete and a reference of 
the papers of the Philippine Islands of- 
ficers who are now serving in the United 
States. has been necessary. Any necessity 
for any further administrative action, in 
nddition to that already taken, will be 
disclosed, as the result of such investigation 
can be only determined when inspection 
reports are received at the department.” 
Gen. Davis explained that the inquiries 
are especially difficult because the inci- 
dents complained of were hot made known 
at the time and officers and soldiers of the 
volunteer army have been named to be 
discharged. 

He discusses at some length the distribu- 
tion of rice in the provinces of Batangas 
and Cavite, which is a matter that has been 
considered in the department. It ig ex- 
plained that in order to restore civil order 
and to provision the people in the!.concen- 
tration camps it was determined by Gen. 
Bell, with the approval of the commanding 
general, that purchases of rice should be 
made by the subsistence department. the 
latter to be reimbursed by the military 
government. Upon this point Gen. Davis 
“The measures resorted to were dictat- 
ed by military necessity: they were un- 
dertaken with the approval of the local 
military commander and were calculated 


to meet an emergency of impending fam- 
ine in such a way as to relieve actual 
distress without peupersass the native 
population and without casting the bur- 
den of their support upon the insular 
treasury when public order had been re- 
stored and the provinces relegated to 
civil control. As the distress increased 
after the military occupation had ter- 
minated and the demand for relief con- 
tinued without substantial abatement, 
the balance of profits accruing from the 
sales of rice by the military government 
was transferred to the insular treasury 
and applied ri the civil government to 
the relief of the widespread distress oc- 
casioned by the prevalance of cholera 
and famine in the provinces of southern 
and southeastern Luzon.”

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THE PEOPLE’S SAFEGUARD. 


The constitution of the Democratic Press Association provides 
that the test of eligibility to membership shall be an unqualified 
support of all Democratic nominees.

The Post-Dispatch indulges the hope that this explanation is 
true. We are slow to believe that any group of editors would 
hesitate to approve the sentiment of the amendment. 

It is bad enough to be bound to support all nominees of a 
party who do hot actually come within the legal definition of a 
criminal. But an editor who would support a well-known crim- 
inal for office merely because he is the nominee of his party is 
a disgrace to the profession of journalism. It is hoped that the 
editors of Missouri, regardless of party, will not only refuse 
to support for office any man who is tainted with boodle, but 
will vigorously support the prosecution of boodlers and will ad- 
vooate tlie defeat of every candidate identified with lobby and 
boodle scandals.
